Dog Days Don't 


Mean Mad Dogs 


W ASH IN G TO N —Dog 
days— 
the hot days of deep summer— 
are settling over the 
land. 
But 
they return this year shorn of one 
of their last myths: 
that 
most 
dog madness occurs in summer. 
rn place of the superstitions of 
old, dog days now stand for the 
season when newspapers 
prove 
Blat an egg can fry on a sizzling 
city street, when small boys set 
up neighborhood lemonade stands, 
and when dogs, far from being 
mad, sensibly laze in the shade. 
The term “ dog days” goes back 
to the time 
when 
the ancients 
studied the stars, says the 
Na­ 
tional 
Geographic 
Society. 
Ac­ 
cording to early legends. Sirius. 
the brightest star in the heavens, 
was known as the Dog 
Star. 
Its 
clear 
blue-white 
light 
marked 
the constellation Cams M ajor <the 
Greater Dog*,trailing along south­ 
east of the spectacular constella­ 
tion of the hunter Orion. 
Rose With the Sun 
The Greeks and Romans 
noted 
that Sirius rose with the sun just 
before mid-summer, at the start 
of the driest, hottest period 
of 
the year. Thus the wannest sea­ 
son became associated 
with the 
Dog Star and the Romans called 
that part of the year “ dies cani­ 
cula res” or dog days. 
Mistakenly, many ancients be­ 
lieved the Dog Star itself caused 
hot, muggy weather. They blamed 
Sirius for field-withering droughts, 
midsummer 
sickness, 
and 
the 
death of farm animals. 
To appease this inimical star, 
the Romans sacrificed red-haired 
puppies in spring. 
One of the oldest and most per­ 
sistent superstitions has been the 
fallacy that dog days bring unus­ 
ual outbreaks 
of dog 
madness. 
Some historians actually 
believe 
that the term “ dog days” 
stems 
from the supposed prevalence of 
canine disease during 
the 
sum­ 
mer. 


But today the theory that 
most 
dog madness arises in 
summer 
has been exploded 
as a 
myth. 
Medical reports show that rabies 
occurs more frequently in spring 
and fall 
than in 
the 
summer 
months. 


Other superstitions, 
taken less 
seriously. 
have 
lingered 
into 
modern times. One holds that 
a 
tree slashed during dog days will 
die. no matter how slight the in­ 
jury. 
Fallacy About Snakes 
Another fallacy is tha’ snakes 
go blind at this time, a notion that 
grew out of snakes’ temporary im ­ 
pairment of 
vision during 
hot 
weather sheddinsr of sfdn. 
Sirius, the Dog S*ar. has 
long 
fascinated astronomers. It is one 
of the nearest stars. 
appearing 
so brilliant because it is only 8 8 
light years or 
51 
million 
miles 
away. Although it is 28 times 
as 
bright as the sun. its 
luminosity 
is not exceptional. 
Its mass is 
more than twice that of the sun’s, 
its surface temperature 
'about 
10.000 degrees* much higher, its 
light whiter. 
A century ago Sirius was the 
center of considerable 
mystery. 
In 1844 astronomers noted that it 
moved irregularly, 
as if 
influ­ 
enced bv an unseen body. Sure en­ 
ough. in 1862 
a companion 
star 
was discovered as a faint point of 
lirht amid the glare of Sirius it­ 
self 
Strangely, although the star 
has one-third the mass of Sirius it 
sheds less 
than I 10.000 
of the 
light.
